Borglum, whoso 
best 
known 


work was the nearly completed 
Mount Rushmore Memorial in the 
Black Hills of South Dakota, was 
one artist whose work could be 
described as 
"colossal" 
without 


fear of overstatement. 
Country- 


sides were his studios, weather- 
bean mountains his granite blocks, 
and dynamite and powder driven 
hammers and chisels his tools of 
art. 


The Mount Rushmore 
Memor 


lal, hewn into the side of a moun 
tanl, consisted of gigantic faces 
of 
Washington. 
Jefferson, 
Lin- 


coln and Theodore Roosevelt, 
monument dedicated to America 
as a pioneer nation. Borglum ex 
pected to complete the heads this 
year. 


An earlier undertaking of sim- 


ilar scope was a Confederate Mn 
mortal on the side of Stone Moun- 
tain, near Atlanta, Ga. In 1916 he 
was called upon to carve a great 
figure of General Robert E. Loo 
on the mountainside, but ho de- 
cided a single statue would bo 
Inadequate and designed a work 
Including 1200 figures.

The Lincoln statue is one of his 


most popular works and perhaps 
tho most photographed statue of 
the Groat Kmancipator. The de- 
sign makes it possible for a num- 
ber of people to gather about the 
statue in such a manner that a 
picture of the group gives the ap- 
pearance of them listening 'to a 
serious talk by Lincoln.

havo taken from nine to thirty- 
three years to develop. 


"Few things that are sought and 


desirable are .ever achieved with 
sufficient 
rapidity to . please all 


of 
its proponents." Carter said. 


"Despite the effect of the Inter- 
national situation on domestic eco- 
nomic conditions and the state of 
public mind, the Big Bend Nation- 
al Park may pass from the pro- 
ject stage to a reality in less time 
than was required in the develop- 
ment 
of 
comparable 
undertak- 
ings." 


The Big Bend National Park was 


authorized by 'an Act of Congress 
signed by President Roosevelt on 
June 20, 1935. The movement for 
the development of this new tour- 
ist magnet as a state-wide civic 
project did not take form until 
after Former Governor James V. 
Allred vetoed n 5750,000 appropria- 


tion for tho project, voted by the 
Forty-Fifth 
Legislature. 


The Texas Bend Bend Park As- 


sociation was formed at a meet- 
ing In 'Austin on May 23, 1038. Of- 
ficers In addition to Carter who 
were elected at this meeting are: 
Dr. H. W. Morelock, Alpine, vice- 
president; Nathan Adams, Dallas, 
treasurer, and D. A. Bandeen, Abi- 
lene .secretary. Harry 
Connelly, 
Fort Worth, wag appointed execu- 
tive secretary last January. 


As Its Initial activity tho asso- 


ciation raised a $25,000 working 
fund and expanded Its board of di- 
rectors to make the association 
representative of each of the twen- 
ty-one congressional districts. Va- 
rious other preparations 
for 
a 


state-wide campaign to raise ap- 
proximately $1,000,000 tor the land 
purchase fund were made and the 
drive was scheduled to start last 
spring. 


European War Intervenes. 


Before the campaign could get 


under way, flie tempo of the Eu- 
ropean conflict sky-rocketed. 
It 


was decided that the time was In- 
opportune for 
a money 
raising 


campaign. Conditions In tho fall 
were no better since the presiden- 
tial 
election campaign 
further 


monopolized public attention. The 
organization has now embarked 
upon a further expansion program. 


Committees are being formed In

first national park as a tourist at- 
traction, 


"Since officials of the govern- 


ment of Mexico look with favor 


on the proposed extension of th» 
park over an additional 1,000,000 
acres south of the border In Old 
Mexico, Texas may have the first 
international vacation land on the 
North American Continent," Carter 
said. He also pointed out that the 
tourist business has become tho 
third largest industry with an an- 
nual 
"cash - on-the-barrel-head' 


turn over of more than $5,000,000. 
"This makes the Big Bend Nation- 
al Park movement the most Im- 
portant civic enterprise being fos- 
tered by the citizens of Texas at 
this time." he aald.
